Evening school classes, whether for im¬ 
proving one’s employment prospects or 
merely to occupy one’s time, are becoming 
more and more popular. They are offered 
at many levels and in a variety of subjects. 
Therefore, why should there not be courses 
on various aspects of the Christian faith? 
Surely this is important to Christians? 
Since the school boards or Universities do 
not offer such courses, this is wfyere a 
recognized Bible School such as W.B.I. 
comes in. 

At times criticism has been levelled 
against those in the lay ministry because 
they have not received ‘formal’ training in 
those things which they teach.

al evangelism, methods of Christian work, 
Church history and so it has indeed been 
a privilege to study under teachers, con¬ 
secrated to the Lord, so that we may learn 
how best to show forth the Lord Jesus in 
our teaching, and to be better able to “give 
an answer to every man that asketh a 
reason of the hope that is in us.”

Situated at the heart of Greater Winnipeg, W.B.I. offers through 
its Practical Work Department, many opportunities to gain effective 
experience in practical theology. Each student is expected to under¬ 
take two types of practical work each year. The variety of practical 
work opportunities available, prepare the way for many forms of service 
after graduation. 

Children's Work: 

As teaching is fundamental to effective ministry, each student 
is required to teach a Sunday School class through one school year. This 
year nineteen local churches and missions are being assisted by our 
student teachers, while twenty-three are teaching in Bible and hobby 
clubs. Four advanced students have the opportunity of teaching the 
Bible weekly in a local public school. 

Young People's and Adult Activities: 

Some serve on the executives of church youth groups; others 
are engaged in high school evangelism with Youth for Christ Clubs. 
Co-operation with the Inter-Varsity Christian Fellowship provides a 
nurse the opportunity of directing a Nurses’ Christian Fellowship 
group. 

Mission Work: 

The Union Gospel Mission welcomes our students for evangelistic 
outreach among a needy stratum of our population—“the down-and- 
outers’’: before the evangelistic service, zealous students give out 
tracts in the street. The local Jewish Mission affords an opportunity 
for training in a very specialized form of missionary outreach. House 
visitation, in conjunction with a local church, is an annual feature. 
Student-Pastorale and Preaching: 

W. B. I. co-operates with local churches. Sometimes it provides 
from among its senior students, young men who assume student- 
pastorates. Two are serving in this capacity this year. Seniors have 
opportunities for preaching in missions and churches. 

Music: 

Students who are talented musically may find an opening in 
either the choir, male quartette, or ladies’ trio. Instrumental groups 
add to our musical programme. 

On this diversified ministry, we are pleased to see the blessing 
of God as souls are won to Christ. During the first two months of the 
fall semester, this student ministry has resulted in eighty-eight deci¬ 
sions for Christ.

As we read through the Bible, we can¬ 
not help but notice the prominence that is 
given to music and song.

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UNION GOSPEL MISSION 

The students of the Winnipeg Bible Institute serve the Lord in 
many different fields. Among these is the Union Gospel Mission. The 
work there presents a great challenge, as we shall see from the parable 
of the Good Samaritan. 

“A certain man went down from Jerusalem to Jericho.” This was 
an extremely dangerous journey, because robbers lurked along the 
roadway. Indeed it shows us the pathway of those who attend the 
Union Gospel Mission services. Having nothing, these men live an 
extremely difficult life—literally a fight for survival. The road in this 
parable went down from Jerusalem to Jericho. This typifies the road 
upon which the men at the mission are travelling, a pathway leading 
downward to eternal damnation. 

The man in the parable was beaten, stripped, and left for 
dead; likewise, these men at the mission have been chained by sin, 
stripped of self-respect, and left wounded in spirit on the way to 
eternal death. 

However, even more startling is the apathy of those who know 
this need and do nothing about it. “A certain priest . . . and likewise 
a Levite . . . passed by on the other side.” Similarly, many professing 
Christians today are passing by “on the other side,” not caring if these 
men are on the way to hell, but, being “rich and increased with goods”, 
they go on in their own self-righteousness. 

But, thanks be to God, some do care. As the Samaritan ministered 
to the wounded man and then took him to the inn, so on Friday nights 
the students go down to the mission seeking to win lost men and women 
to Christ, and to leave them in the gracious care of superintendent 
Frank Koop.

CHILD EVANGELISM

Child Evangelism Fellowship is an inter¬ 
denominational Organization, working 
throughout the entire world, and seeking 
to reach the “otherwise unreached” boys 
and girls with the saving message of the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ. The Bible message 
of salvation is presented through Good 
News Clubs, Vacation Bible Schools, open- 
air work, camps, and fair work. 

Statistics showing the range of the 
present ministry of C.E.F. in our own 
province are: 

59 city clubs, 

26 country clubs, 

98 teachers, 

3 staff members in the main office 
in Winnipeg, 1 in Brandon, and 2 
in Steinbach. 

It is interesting to note that eight of the 
teachers are from our own W.B.I. class 
rooms. 


“What takes place at a Good News 
Club?” is a question we often face. Per¬ 
haps the best answer is a brief description 
of the program of a club session. It is about 
one hour in length, and it is spent in sing¬ 
ing choruses, memorizing Scripture, and 
telling Bible stories. Thereby we present 
the “Good News” to boys and girls. The 
clubs usually are conducted after four 
o’clock in private homes. All the boys and 
girls in an area are asked to come — 
sometimes by telephone calls or postcard 
invitation, sometimes through house-to- 
house visitation at homes in the neighbor¬ 
hood of each club, and sometimes by hand¬ 
ing out little printed dodgers or mimeo¬ 
graphed announcement cards to boys and 
girls on the streets near a school. 

As a result of these efforts many boys 
and girls are reached for Christ. Won’t you 
take the burden of this work upon your 
heart in prayer that the blessing of God 
may fall upon many more young lives?

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INSTITUTE NIGHTS 



“Make a joyful noise unto the Lord, all 
ye lands.

On Friday mornings, if you could listen 
in at W.B.I. from 11:00 to 12: 30 noon, you 
would hear the students, under the capable 
direction of Rev. Dugard, the music direc¬ 
tor, making a joyful noise to the honour 
and glory of God. This is in preparation 
for the extensive Practical Work pro¬ 
gramme engaged in by the students, one 
important phase of which is the Institute 
Nights. 

On Institute Nights, challenging pro¬ 
grammes, consisting of a great variety of 
items, are presented. In testimony time the 
students express and share with others 
what God has done for them. The choir 
and assisting ensembles, such as trios, 
quartettes, and instrumental groups, pre¬ 
sent the musical portion of the programme. 
A faculty member then brings the mes¬ 
sage, using it as a basis upon which he 
appeals for workers to help in the spread¬ 
ing of the Gospel before it is ever too late. 

The Institute Nights are a blessing, not 
only to those who hear, but also to the 
students who participate. The benefit 
derived by the students is twofold. First 


of all, it enables them to engage in plat¬ 
form appearances. The resulting experi¬ 
ence is a vital help in their preparation for 
the work of the future. Then secondly, the 
students realize that there are those in 
God’s army who not only are fighting 
with them as fellow-soldiers in the “good 
fight” of faith, but who also are standing 
behind them in prayer. This fellowship in 
prayer is very important because the stu¬ 
dent is often subject to times of testing 
and discouragement. Realizing this fact 
that others are praying with him and for 
him, he becomes encouraged and continues 
pressing on. 

Possibly, however, the main importance 
is realized in this, that on Institute Nights 
many a young person has accepted the 
challenge of service and has committed 
his life to preparation for it. How wonder¬ 
ful it is to see many come and prepare! 
The prayer upon the heart of every stu¬ 
dent is that, as the call of God resounds 
through this channel of our work, many 
may yet see the need, accept the challenge 
of preparation, and go forth bearing the 
precious seed, so that someday they too, 
may come “rejoicing bringing their 
sheaves with them.”

TJOW quickly words become commonplace 
and meaningless! How easily they be¬ 
come idols; to be worshipped and mouthed 
without understanding! The brazen serpent 
of Israel’s wilderness journeys was used of 
God in a miraculous way to heal and to save 
life. Later it had to be destroyed because it 
had become an idol to the people. It became 
“just a piece of brass.” The Tabernacle and 
the Temple were built to reveal, in type 
form, the coming CHRIST. After HE came, 
these things became so formal and idolatrous 
in meaning, to those who refused the Saviour, 
that God caused them to be lost. One reason 
the temporal places and things so closely 
related to Christ, in His earthly ministry, are 
unknown today is that God has made it so 
. . . lest man worship these things rather 
than Christ Himself. 

Some form of the word “Praise” is found 
in the Bible over three hundred times. The 
word “Sing” in its different forms appears 
at least two hundred and ninety times. “Hal¬ 
lelujah,” a Hebrew word meaning “Praise ye 
Jehovah,” occurs four times in The Revela¬ 


tion. From this it would seem that God de¬ 
lights in Praise and its expression. 

There is much singing today; but little 
conscious praise to God. So much of it is to 
entertain or “emote” people, or just to carry 
on a set form of service. Often it is used 
to take up time that has not been planned. 
“While we are waiting, let’s sing a few songs 
or choruses.” “Let’s get wakened up -with 
a good lively sing-song.” “Now sing good 
and loud!” These are just a few of the in¬ 
troductions to song and praise that we hear. 
How little thought there is of real praise to 
God! 

Just a bit of the knowledge of God and 
His Great Grace should thrill the hearts of 
all believers to praise HIM continually. To 
this end think with me for a few moments 
about our Saviour. How wonderful HE IS! 
How great is HIS LOVE AND SALVATION! 
How Gracious HE IS to each one of us! AND 
HE IS FAITHFUL! Because of and through 
JESUS CHRIST, GOD IS OUR FATHER 
AND THE HOLY SPIRIT LIVES IN EVERY 


BELIEVER. Think of the preciousness of 
our relationship with each of the three Per¬ 
sons of the Trinity! Consider the believer’s 
possessions and standing and state in CHRIST 
JESUS. How can any Christian fail to praise 
God through our Lord Jesus Christ? There 
should be a constant and gloriously new 
“Hallelujah Chorus” in our souls night and 
day. This should be so completely satisfying 
that praise would pour forth from lips that 
are controlled by a heart that is overwhelm¬ 
ed by THE GOD OF GRACE.

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THE MAN OF GOD 


One whom God has called to serve Him in some special way is called 
in Scripture a “man of God.” Like Enoch and Noah, he “walks with 
God.” Like Abraham, he is called “the friend of God.” Like Timothy, 
he is commissioned to “preach the word” —■ the Word of God. 

Bunyan, in his immortal “Pilgrim’s Progress,” gives us a full-length 
portrait of such a man. “Then said the Interpreter, ‘Come in; I will 
show thee that which will be profitable to thee.’ So he commanded 
his man to light the candle, and bid Christian follow him; so he led 
him into a private room, and bid his man open the door; the which 
when he had done, Christian saw the picture of a very grave person 
hang up against the wall; and this was the fashion 'of it: it had eyes 
lifted up to heaven, the best of books was in his hand, the law of truth 
was written upon his lips, the world was behind his back; and it stood 
as if it pleaded with men, and a crown of gold did hang over its head.” 

The man of God as here described is “a very grave person;” that is, 
he is a man of serious mind and manner, as befits a minister of Christ 
and a steward of the mysteries of God. He realizes that all he says and 
does has a bearing upon the honour of the God he serves, and also 
upon the acceptance of the message he is commissioned to give. 

Bunyan tells us further that “it had eyes lifted up to heaven.” He 
is therefore a man of prayer. He realizes (to quote Bishop Moule) that 
“he must talk to God about men before he can talk to men about God.” 
Only through prayerful waiting upon God is he qualified for the effective 
preaching of the Gospel, this “more than angelic work,” as Robert 
Murray McCheyne calls it. 

“The best of books in his hand” is of course the Bible. This is the 
greatest Text Book of the man of God. From it he derives his message 
in its totality. He must add nothing to it, nor take anything from it. 
His responsibility is to “declare the whole counsel of God” as he finds 
it therein. Then indeed “the law of truth” will be “written upon his 
lips.” 

Supremely occupied with the contemplation and proclamation of 
divine truth, the man of God has no place for the world in his heart. 
It is “behind his back.” He cannot have fellowship with a world that 
crucified his Saviour. Rather, he endeavours to lead men away from 
it into the faith of Christ. Hence Bunyan says, “It stood as if it pleaded 
with men.” 

Finally, “a crown of gold did hang over its head.” Thus is the 
man of God rewarded. One such man of God — one of the greatest of 
all time — at the end of his ministry writes: “I have fought a good 
fight, I have finished my course, I have kept the faith: henceforth . . . 
a crown.”

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MISSIONARY CONFERENCE 


As the urgent need for workers in the 
mission fields of the world was placed be¬ 
fore the Spring Missionary Conference of 
the Winnipeg Bible Institute and College 
of Theology, the faculty, students, and 
visiting friends realized afresh that these 
words spoken by our Lord are still true, 
“The harvest truly is plenteous, but the 
labourers are few”. 

Rev. Raymond Frame of the China In¬ 
land Mission was our main speaker. Mr. 
Frame spoke to us on Missionary motives. 
He pointed out that the reason why so 
many people return from the mission field 
as failures is because they go out with the 
wrong motive. “The real motive”, he said 
“is to be constrained by the love of Christ”. 
Mr. Frame also gave us a very interesting 
message on “How to get God’s Guidance 
with Regard to the Particular Field which 
He Has for Us.” Besides this Mr. Frame 
gave us an account of the work being done 
in the Philippine Islands, especially 
through radio broadcasts. 

Rev. Herb Goertz of the Greater Europe 
Mission gave us an insight into the work 
being done in Portugal. He reported that 
the Portuguese people are hungry for the 
Gospel, and that many souls are being won 
to Christ. Several indigenous churches 
have been established, and Mr. Goertz 
urged us to pray for the native workers, 
as they have to bear a very important 
testimony among their fellow countrymen. 

Rev. and Mrs. Gordon Lee have been 
labouring in British Honduras under the 
Gospel Missionary Union. It was a thrill 
to hear the testimony of these former stu¬ 
dents of the school, and to realize what 
God has been doing through them. Mr. and 
Mrs. Lee reported that although there 
were many difficulties and hardships, God 
was honouring the work and souls were 
being saved. 

Miss Jessie Hickey presented to us the 
need for evangelism in Bolivia. Excellent 
work is already being done, especially 
among the children, and the opportunities 
in this type of work are unlimited. Miss 
Hickey mentioned that there was a great 
shortage of workers, and she asked us to 
pray that labourers would be sent forth. 

Mr. Clifford Edwards, L.L.B., of the 
Sudan Interior Mission gave a challenging 
message on the command of Christ to “Go 
and preach the Gospel.” Mr. Edwards also 
told us about some of his experiences on 
the mission field, mentioning ^ome of the 
difficulties encountered by missionaries. He 


asked us to be faithful in praying for those 
who were labouring for the Lord on the 
field. 

Rev. W. E. Willis, First Baptist Church, 
Portage la Prairie, gave us two messages 
on being spiritually equipped for God’s 
service. “Spiritual equipment”, he said, 
“is much more important than anything 
else”. Mr. Willis pointed out that the 
church today is looking for better methods, 
but God is looking for better men. He 
urged us as students to equip ourselves 
spiritually in order that we might be of 
use in God’s service. 

Rev. Frank Koop of the European Evan¬ 
gelistic Crusade described Europe as a 
great field, ripe unto harvest. Mr. Koop, 
who has been serving the Lord in Ger¬ 
many, told us that the people there are 
ready to receive the Gospel, and at present 
there are great opportunities for service, 
because the doors are wide open for evan¬ 
gelism in Germany. 

Rev. D. R. Aikenhead, the general super¬ 
intendent of the Canadian Sunday School 
Mission, gave us a very interesting message 
on the importance of children. Mr. Aiken¬ 
head stated that to win a child to Christ 
is to save both a soul and a life. The need 
for workers was also placed before us and 
we were urged to pray that this need 
might be met. 

Rev. Harry Flumbaum, the representa¬ 
tive in Winnipeg of the American Associ¬ 
ation of Jewish Evangelism, brought to 
our attention the work being done among 
Jewish people here in Winnipeg. Mr. 
Flumbaum stressed the fact that the Jews, 
although God’s chosen people, are lost, and 
we have been commissioned to give them 
the Gospel. 

Curt Bjork, of the Shantymen’s Christi¬ 
an Mission, gave us an account of the work 
being done by the mission in various lum¬ 
ber camps. He reported that God was rich¬ 
ly blessing the work, and that recently 
quite a number had accepted Christ. 

As the speakers set forth the challenge 
of the fields, and told us how this challenge 
can be met by personal responsibility, the 
determination of each heart, I am sure, 
was that we would remain constant in the 
prayer that the Lord of the harvest would 
send forth labourers into the harvest. 
Much has been accomplished, and many 
souls have been saved, but truly “There 
remaineth yet very much land to be pos¬ 
sessed.”

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DWELLING WITH THE KING FOR HIS WORK 


I Chron. 4:23 

Those old mediaeval castles were often the center of a self-contained 
community whose people had little commerce with the outside world. 
Soldiers, farmers, labourers, artisans, serving women, and cooks pro¬ 
duced everything necessary for carrying on their Lord’s business and 
for the maintenance of the demesne. Their welfare and happiness de¬ 
pended largely on the character of their feudal lord. If he were a cruel 
tyrant, life became almost unbearable. If he were a wise and godly man, 
they rejoiced in his achievements and were proud to be called by his 
name. “They dwelt with the king for his work.” 

So it was in the days of David, King of Israel. Those who offered to 
serve him were permitted to dwell with him. Then before long, the 
close association with him led to the greatest love and respect. This 
could not have been due to David’s wealth or position for it began when 
he was an outcast, dwelling in the cave Adullam. There came unto him 
there, four hundred distressed, discontented men, and he became captain 
over them. His wisdom and godliness drew them to his side, and as 
they lived with him day by day they became devoted to him. Most of 
those four hundred men remained with him throughout the years of his 
suffering and reigned with him during the years of his triumph. 

Again at the end of David’s long and glorious reign, you will remem¬ 
ber that there came to him a great concourse of “skilful, willing work¬ 
men” to prepare for building the temple. He had appealed for those who 
would willingly offer themselves and their talents, to come up to 
Jerusalem, and they came from all directions. Under King David’s 
supervision they soon became a happy, efficient organization, dwelling 
with the king for his work. 

Those who had the privilege of taking part in the building of this 
architectural masterpiece would never cease to talk about it as long as 
they lived. During the succeeding years, as the fame of the temple 
spread, travellers came from all parts of the world to gaze upon it, 
and I can imagine those old carpenters and “artificers” pointing out to 
the visitors the particular bit of work that each of them had done, 
telling proudly of the time when they had been members of King 
David’s household and had spoken with him face to face. 

Working under such conditions, service becomes loving collaboration; 
slavery is akin to sonship; dwelling with the master leads to mutual 
understanding and fellowship. These are some of the privileges extended 
to those who today willingly offer themselves to the King of kings for 
His service. The Lord Jesus Christ is building His masterpiece, the 
Church, and He is appealing for skilful, willing workers of every kind. 
The need is urgent. The King’s business requireth haste. The night 
cometh when no man can work. 

He is calling you to come to Him for training, as He called the 
disciples long ago. John tells us that when he and Andrew were first 
called to follow Christ, they asked, “Master, Where dwellest thou?” and 
He said unto them, “Come and see.” And they came and saw where 
He dwelt. Mark says: “He went into a mountain and called unto Him 
whom He would: and they came unto Him. And He ordained twelve 
that they should be with Him, and that He might send them forth

The “Nonsuch” Carried The First 
Cargo Of Furs To London 



In 1668 the Nonsuch, a fifty ton ketch 
sailed from London to Hudson Bay carrying 
a cargo of trade goods. The fate of the 
Hudson’s Bay Company, and indeed, of 
western and northern Canada depended on 
the success of her voyage, for Groseilliers 
and Radisson had described to King Charles 
the wealth of furs found in the New 
World, but the existence and accessibility 
of this wealth had to be established. The 
valuable returning cargo was hailed with 
joy and the company of court Gallants who 
backed the adventure was incorporated, on 
May 2nd. 1670, as "The Governor and 
Company of Adventurers of England trading 
into Hudson Bay.”

Purpose and Objective 

The Winnipeg Bible Institute and College of Theology exists for the one purpose 
of training workers for the Church, the Sunday School, and the Mission Field at 
home or abroad. It is part of a movement which God has raised up in the past 
half-century for the preservation and proclamation of Bible truth. As such it 
meets a very real need in a time when many schools of Christian learning have 
grievously departed from the Faith, 

The purpose of the Winnipeg Bible Institute and College of Theology is 
fulfilled in a threefold way. It aims to give systematic instruction in the Word of 
God, to promote the deepening of the spiritual life, and to train young people for 
practical Christian service. This it seeks to do as speedily as possible, consistent 
with thoroughness, so that it may assist in meeting the emergency of these days 
for well-trained, well-equipped workers called of the Lord to become pastors, 
evangelists, missionaries, and Bible teachers. It also provides training for other 
forms of Christian service such as Sunday School work and Child Evangelism. 

The institution stands for the unity of all true believers in Christ, irrespective 
of denominational affiliation or non-essential doctrinal views. It is evangelical 
and interdenominational in its scope, sympathies, and relationships, both in 
teaching staff and student body. It desires the fellowship and co-operation of 
all the evangelical bodies and of individual believers in all the Churches, to 
the end that young people may be trained and sent forth to share in fulfilling 
the Great Commission for the preaching of the Gospel to all the world. 


Doctrinal Statement 

The Institute holds and teaches the great truths which form the historic faith 
of the Church Universal, as based upon the Holy Scriptures. For the sake of 
spiritual unity points of controversy as between the great evangelical bodies are 
not emphasized. The school is distinctively non-sectarian. The following is a 
brief abstract of the doctrinal position: 

1. The full divine authority and inerrancy of the Holy Scriptures. 

2. The Trinity and Unity of the Godhead as Father, Son and Holy Spirit. 

3. The direct creation of the world and man by the will of God 

4. The perfect Deity and Humanity of the Lord Jesus Christ. 

5. The depravity and lost condition of all men by nature. 

6. The substitutionary atonement in the shed blood of Jesus Christ. 

7. The doctrine of justification by faith alone through the grace of God 

8. The perfect acceptance of every believer before God in Christ. 

9. The real personality of Satan and other evil beings. 

10. The personal, visible, premillennial coming again of Jesus Christ. 

11. The resurrection of the dead, the righteous to everlasting blessedness, and 
the wicked to everlasting damnation. 

12. The responsibility of the saved for holiness of life and faithful witness to 
all men.

COURSES OFFERED 


STANDARD BIBLE COURSE 

This is a three year course furnishing an all-round preparation for Christian 
service. It is especially thorough in the departments of English Bible, Christian 
Doctrine and Teacher Training. 


BIBLE-MISSIONS COURSE 

This is a three year course basically the same as the Standard Bible Course, 
but including special studies in Missions, designed to prepare students for whole¬ 
time missionary service, at home or abroad. 


PASTORAL COURSE 

This is a three year course especially designed for young men preparing for 
whole-time pastoral ministry. It embraces a thorough course in Systematic Theol- 
ogy, with introductory studies in New Testament Greek. 


RELIGIOUS EDUCATION COURSE 

This is a three year course designed to prepare students for whole-time 
service in the field of Christian Education. Students having senior matriculation 
or a recognized equivalent such as Secretarial Grade XII, receive a Bachelor of 
Religious Education Degree. 


THEOLOGICAL COURSE 

This is a three year course designed to prepare students for the more re¬ 
sponsible positions in the Christian ministry. Students having complete junior 
college standing or a recognized equivalent receive a Bachelor of Theology De¬ 
gree. Those having less than junior college standing, but at least senior matricu¬ 
lation, receive a Diploma in Theology, which can be raised to a B. Th. Degree 
upon completion of junior college work.
